NOT BARE-FACED LIES, 
BUT GEM FAILED TO 
REPORT THE NAKED TRUTH 


W ITH reference to the recent 
article in The GEM, ‘Visitors 
shocked by ‘nudist’ incident at 
Vale beach’ [GEM July 12], I feel that I 
must comment on the very poor 
journalism employed. 

Firstly, the article is purely hearsay, therefore 
carries no authenticity. 

Secondly, the content of the article is rubbish, a 
non-news item. Nothing happened that does not 
happen all over the country, on a regular basis. 
There are around 4 million practising naturists in 
the United Kingdom, so public nudity is not 
unusual. There are no ‘official’ naturist beaches 
anywhere, there cannot be, as public nudity is legal 
throughout the United Kingdom. 

Thirdly, the “legal information” that was stated is 
totally out of date. As public nudity is not an 
offence in the United Kingdom, there is no 
requirement to inform the police, no laws are being 
broken, so involving the police could be seen as 
wasting police time and resources. In fact the police 
have guidance from the College of Policing on 
dealing with calls concerning nudity, and there is 


also Crown Prosecution Service guidance 
concerning the treatment of persons engaging in 
public nudity, which states that any person going 
about their normal business, but without clothing, is 
not committing an offence. 

The only time that public nudity becomes an 
offence is if it is done with the intent to cause 
harm, alarm, or distress i.e. a ‘flasher’. 

Fourthly, saying that children should not “see 
this sort of thing” flies in the face of research that 
shows that children brought up around nudity, 
rather than being harmed by it, flourish, suffer 
fewer body issue problems, and have a greater 
confidence. 

Children are natural naturists, they love to run 
around without clothes. They only become prudes 
when fed wrong information by prudish adults.

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Travellers removed 
from Stalling Down 


Mozart hailed as ‘one of 
the greatest musicians’ 


THE Vale Council has removed travellers 
from Stalling Down in Cowbridge after 
taking legal action. 

They were evicted from the area on July 13 
morning with the assistance of High Court bailiffs, 
who enforced a court order gained the previous day. 

The council is now arranging for a significant 
quantity of rubbish to be cleared from the site. 

The group entered the area on Sunday and were 
swiftly advised by Vale Council officers that their 
stay was unauthorised, unlawful and would not be 
tolerated. 


The police were informed and assisted with the 
situation. 

There is a strict process that must be followed 
when Gypsy and traveller groups occupy land and 
this had to be followed before the group could be 
moved on. 

Cllr John Thomas, Leader of the Vale Council 
said: “The occupation of council land in this way is 
completely unacceptable and will not be tolerated 

“As soon as we became aware of this situation, 
prompt action was taken to ensure this group were 
removed at the earliest opportunity.”

Celestial Summer Strings 
concert at Holy Cross 


THIS year’s summer 
concert for the 
LittleStrings and 

ColourStrings orchestra 
took place last week at 
Holy Cross Church, 
Cowbridge. 

Seventeen string players, 
pianists and recorder players - 
ranging in age between five and 
17, and in standard from beginner 
to grade eight and beyond - took 
part. 

They performed solos, duets, 
trios and ensemble pieces to an 
audience of around a 100 family 
and friends. 

Amazingly, this is the 17th year 


of the LittleStrings violin school 
concerts, which take place in 
summer and at Christmas. 

This time, though, it was a little 
bit different, because the emphasis 
was definitely on playing together. 

The ColourStrings teaching 
approach is designed around the 
idea that what brings children into 
music and keeps them interested is 
not just acquiring a technical skill. 

It is the chance to play with 
others; to be part of a group that 
works together and makes a good 
sound. 

The idea of ColourStrings is to 
get children to be able to play 
together right from the beginning; 
to allow a group to play together, 
even when they are of different 


standards. The different parts are 
written so that easy parts suitable 
for beginners can harmonise with 
more complicated ones, and easy 
tunes can be supported with 
complex accompaniments suitable 
for more advanced players. 

What that means is that right 
from the beginning, even after 
they have been playing for only a 
few weeks, children can 
participate satisfyingly in an 
ensemble that makes a good and 
enjoyable sound. 

Last week’s concert illustrated 
perfectly what ColourStrings can 
achieve.

When ‘Mount Ida’ caused schoolboy giggles 


W HEN I was boy at Cowbridge 
Grammar School the hill was 
known to everyone as Mount 

Ida. 

We laughed when the girls from the High School 
told us that the term was ‘grammar school slang’ 
and the correct name Cowbridge Hill. We didn’t 
challenge that, but why Mount Ida? 

Think back. Cowbridge Grammar School was 
established in 1608 as a ‘Latin grammar school’. 
Two of the main subjects taught would have been 
Latin and Greek. 

I can easily visualise, 400 years ago, a grammar 


school classics master, possibly a Greek scholar, 
looking at the hill and, with affectionate 
imagination, naming it ‘Mount Ida’ birthplace of 
the gods in Greek mythology. 

However, I also recall, when I was there, people 
in the town used that name. That was a whole 
lifetime ago! And now? Is the name still used, or 
has it passed with the passing of Cowbridge 
grammar school? 

For an ancient town like Cowbridge, a name 
from classical Greek mythology seems to me more 
pleasingly appropriate.

REV Clive 
Williams returned 
to Cowbridge U3A 
recently as a late 
substitute. 

He is due to return 
next year, and he 
claimed this made 
Cowbridge USA one of 
the most musical USAs 
in south Wales. 

Wolfgang Amadeus 
Mozart, the subject of 
Clive’s talk (with 
musical interludes), 
must surely be one of 
the world’s greatest 
musicians. In an age of 
candlelight, quill pens 
and ink, Mozart had 
written more than 600 
large-scale 
compositions by the 
time of his premature 
death, just before he 
had reached the age of 
36. His 17 Italian-style 
operas have never been 
surpassed. 

Clive detailed at 
length Mozart’s life, his 
achievements, and his 
relationship with 
composer, conductor, 
and teacher Antonio 
Salieri. 

The audience was 
treated to an excerpt 
from Ave Verum 
Corpus, and the adagio 
from Clarinet Concerto 
in A Major, played on 
the organ by Clive. 

Mozart died in his 
home on December 5, 
1791, aged only 35. 


Researchers have 
proposed over 100 
causes of death; Clive 
suggested typhus. 

The composer was 
interred in a common 
grave at te St Marx 
Cemetery outside the 
city on December 7. If, 
as later reports say, no 
mourners attended, that 
is consistent with 
Viennese burial 


customs at the time. 

The expression 
‘common grave’ refers 
to neither a communal 
grave nor a pauper’s 
grave, but to an 
individual grave for a 
member of the common 
people (i.e. not the 
aristocracy). 

Common graves 
were subject to 
excavation after 10 


years; the graves of 
aristocrats were not. 

To conclude his 
presentation, Clive 
played a lullaby by 
Mozart. 

During the Q & A 
session after his talk, 
when pressed for his 
favourite Mozart piece, 
Clive said it was Rondo 
alia Turca.

IT is not often that a high-powered 
Japanese business delegation visits 
Cowbridge, but that was the case when 
the Mayor of Toyota City came to town. 

And while most of us think of cars when we 
think of Toyota, the Mayor, Mr Toshihiko Ota, had 
rugby on his mind. 

Toyota City is one of the main venues for the 
2019 Rugby World Cup and will host Wales’ first 
game (against Georgia) and he was here to liaise 
with the Cowbridge company, Strachan Sports 
Travel, that will be looking after Welsh fans who 
are going to Japan for the rugby extravaganza. 

That first Welsh game is on September 23, and 
the Cowbridge meeting was part of a study visit to 
Wales to promote Toyota City and to encourage 
dialogue between the two countries, as well as 
strengthening existing relationships in commerce, 
culture, tourism and sport. 

Strachan Sports Travel is Wales’ leading rugby 
tour operator and has already produced a series of 
tour programmes for Welsh fans wishing to go the 
Rugby World Cup next year. 

It shares office space with Sam Smith Travel in 
Cowbridge, and Sam Smith and Jim Strachan are 
directors. 

Jim Strachan said: “The meeting was very useful 
in establishing contacts and learning about the 
facilities that are going to be made available to 
visiting Welsh fans. 

“We were also able to make some helpful 
suggestions, gained from our experience of 
previous Rugby World Cups. I should add that we 
are already experiencing considerable demand for 
our tour programmes and I am confident that Wales 
will have strong support in Japan next year.” 

After the visit, Mr Strachan spoke to The GEM 
and remarked that many people were unaware of 
the role that Cowbridge plays in the sports travel 


business. 

He said: “This last month, we have been co¬ 
ordinating the travel plans for the visiting bowls 
teams who have been here for the ‘10 Nations 
Tournament’ which was played on greens in 
Cardiff, Barry, Penarth and Dinas Powys. 

“Bowls is definitely a growth area for the 
business, and we handle the travel arrangements for 
a number of Welsh sports teams, including hockey, 
netball, gymnastics, squash and disability sports.” 

However, rugby is the biggest part of the 
business and Strachan Travel is particularly busy 
during the Six Nations. 

The 2015 Rugby World Cup remains a high 
point, and Jim remembers one memorable day 
when 9,000 people passed through Cardiff 
Airport - ah rugby fans. 

Strachan Travel were busy earlier this summer, 
as Welsh rugby fans headed for Argentina to 
support Wales, but Jim says that it is still British 
Lions tours that attract the most numbers. 

Incoming sports teams and fans give a great 
boost to the local economy, but Jim believes that 
Wales could do with more hotel beds. 

He said: “I was told recently that the Principality 
Stadium has a capacity of 72,000, while Cardiff has 
just 5,000 hotel beds. Guest houses and bed and 
breakfasts are not included in that but it does 
illustrate the problem.” 

As it is, Strachan Travel place visitors to Cardiff 
events as far afield as Swansea! It is, of course, 
good news for Cowbridge hotel and guest house 
owners. 

Reflecting on the visit from the Mayor of Toyota 
City, Jim added: “They seem very well set up to 
welcome Welsh fans, and they aim to include a 
number of elements of the Welsh 2015 
organisation - including a fan zone.”

Public Spaces Protection Order - Dog Control 


THE Vale Council would 
like to draw people^s 
attention to the details of the 
consultation relating to dog 
control proposals. 

These details can be 
found in full on pages 20 
and 21 of this week^s GEM. 
The Vale Council has also 
issued the following 
statement: 

THE Vale of Glamorgan is 
a dog-friendly county. 
There are a number of 
parks, open spaces and 


beaches for dog walkers to 
take advantage of. 

We know that the majority of 
dog owners are responsible and 
we do not want to prohibit them 
from enjoying the open spaces that 
the Vale of Glamorgan has to 
offer. 

However, there are a small 
number of dog owners who do not 
take responsibility for their dogs 
when it comes to enjoying these 
open spaces. 

Despite several educational 
interventions, there continue to be 
issues across the Vale with some 
irresponsible dog owners, 
specifically where dog faeces are 


not being removed and dogs are 
not sufficiently controlled. 

The Vale Council receive many 
complaints about dog fouling and 
this remains a major problem in 
our parks, open spaces and on our 
streets. 

In order to tackle these on¬ 
going issues the Council has the 
power to serve a Public Spaces 
Protection Order (PSPO) under 
the Anti-social Behaviour Crime 
and Policing Act 2014. 

A list of proposed areas has 
been produced and the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council welcomes the 
public to comment on this 
proposal. 


Take school closure proposal 
off the table indefinitely’ 


T he proposal to reconfigure 

primary schools in Rboose and 
Llancarfan bas now entered a new 
phase. 

The second round of the consultation has 
finished and the education department of the 
council is now undoubtedly in possession of an 
enormous amount of feedback from local residents, 
which is likely to be in the main part - though not 
exclusively - against the closure of Llancarfan 
Primary School. 

What has become much clearer in recent weeks 
is the level of concern in Rhoose. The proposal in 
its current form does little to address the potential 


division and community impact that two schools 
within Rhoose could pose and at present allocates 
no Section 106 money to Rhws Primary school, a 
much treasured listed building which requires 
investment, love and attention. 

Prom speaking to concerned pupils, parents, 
teachers and other interested residents, it is clear 
that what is needed is for the education department 
to take the proposal off the table indefinitely and 
work collaboratively with both communities to 
come up with new workable solutions which will 
allow Llancarfan to stay open and address the 
capacity issues facing Rhoose.

Council committee knocks 
back parking proposals 


PLANS to introduce new 
parking charges 

tbrougbout tbe Vale would 
lead to fleecing residents 
for money, the council has 
been warned. 

The Vale Council’s cabinet 
approved a consultation on plans 
to introduce new parking charges 
in Barry Island and town centres 
throughout the region. 

The new charges, set out by 
Capita, would be introduced to car 
parks and on-street parking in Vale 
town centres, coastal car parks and 
two country parks. 

A scrutiny committee has voted 
to tell the cabinet to park the plans 
- over fears the charges being 
proposed would be unfair on 
residents and would mean the 
council are running three separate 
consultations over the summer 
months. 

Cllr Neil Moore told the 
environment and regeneration 
scrutiny committee on Thursday, 
July 12: “It’s predicated on 
making money by fleecing our 
residents. I think that’s wrong.” 

Charges would be introduced at 
a number of car parks in Barry, 
Cowbridge and Llantwit Major - 
and they would become either 
short stay or long stay car parks. 

Both short and long stay car 
parks would be free for up to two 
hours. Short stay car parks would 
charge up to £6 all day, while long 
stay car parks would charge up to 
£5 all day. 

On-street parking charges 
would be introduced in town 
centres in Barry, Cowbridge, 
Llantwit Major and Penarth, and 
also on Barry Island and Penarth 
coastline. 

And a number of coastal car 


parks, including Barry’s Cold 
Knap and Bron y Mor and 
Penarth’s Llwyn Passat and Cliff 
Walk, would also start charging. 

The Vale Council says it needs 
to save £17 million over the next 
three years - and maintenance and 
regulation of parking spaces costs 
£360,000 per year. 

Cheryl Ockerby, who works in 
Barry, said proposals to introduce 
charges in the town centre’s multi¬ 
storey car park are not going to be 
popular. 

“I know if these charges are 
introduced they will be looking to 
park in surrounding streets,” she 
told the meeting. 

With regard to on-street parking 
charges being proposed for Barry, 
she said: “Lor a full-time worker 
this would cost them £160 
minimum per month. Who would 
want to pay that? No one. 

“Parking enforcers are only in 
Barry one day a week at the 
moment because they have to 
cover the whole of the Vale. 

“At a time when the council is 
looking to reduce outgoings and 
increase income why don’t you 
ask residents for their ideas about 
this?” 

The cost to park at Cosmeston 
or Porthkerry country parks would 
be £1 for up to two hours, £3 ah 
day, and £10 for buses and 
coaches. This would be the same 
all year. 

An annual season ticket for 
both country parks would cost 
£75. 

Parking is currently free at both 
sites. 

Cllr Kevin Mahoney said 
Cosmeston is “under assault” 
from the council. 

He said: “The public pay in 
council tax towards that park. If 


you impose any parking charges, 
even as little as 50p, the cars will 
line up Lavemock Road. 

“We have residents of the Vale 
who use that park almost 360 days 
a year. You could be fining them 
£1,000 a year for using something 
they already pay for. It’s sheer and 
utter madness.” 

Cllr Lis Burnett also said the 
consultation should not go ahead. 
She said: “I don’t think you can 
consult on a deeply flawed 
strategy. 

“I think the phrase is ‘squeezing 
it until the pips squeak’. That’s not 
the approach we should be taking 
with residents of the Vale. 

“The residents of the Vale 
should be part of the solution and 
not treated as part of the problem.” 

The meeting was told that no 
decision on whether the parking 
charges will be implemented has 
yet been taken by the council. 

No public meetings would be 
held on the plans - and 
consultations would be held via 
drop-in sessions, councillors were 
told. 

Emma Reed, the Vale Council’s 
neighbourhood services and 
transport manager, said drop-in 
meetings have been a more 
effective way to consult with the 
public in the past. 

She said: “It’s not that we don’t 
want to face people. We’re not 
hiding as officers. I do find the 
drop-in sessions are more 
productive.” 

Cllr Matthew Lloyd, chairing 
the committee, said the 
consultation should go ahead to 
gauge the views of the public. 

“I don’t think we’ve done it 
justice,” he said.

Residents’ group has 
concerns over ‘two 
black bag’ changes 


A BARRY residents’ group 
says that the Vale Council’s 
Two back bags’ policy is 
“unreasonable and unfair”. 

The new policy, to encourage 
more recycling, will see just two 
black bags collected per home per 
fortnight and is due to start in 
September. 

Users of the Vale’s tip will also 
have to prove they live in the area 
from September, and they will 
have their black bags opened to 
prove they don’t contain 
recyclable waste. 

A Vale Council Environment 
and Regeneration Scrutiny 
Committee was told on July 12 
that the council would face 
“chaos” if the two bags policy is 
brought in before people are 
educating about recycling. 

Joanne Cheek, from community 
group Beautiful Barry, said 
residents have not had any 
education prior to the changes. 

“It’s unreasonable and unfair,” 
she said. “Residents are not ready 
for the changes. 

“People who have never 
recycled anything to only having 
two bin bags collected is 
extremely confusing for them. 

“I don’t see how you can 
implement this by September 2. 
It’s impossible. It’s going to be 
absolute chaos.” 


Colin Smith, the operational 
manager at Vale Council, said the 
authority has been marketing the 
changes since February. 

He said: “We have been trying 
to educate people to recycle for 
over 10 years now. There’s a lot of 
provision there for households in 
need of support.” 

New ‘waste wardens’ will be 
sent throughout the Vale to 
support people as the changes are 
made, the meeting heard. 

Mr Smith said the changes 
would not affect communal areas 
- but this may be changed long 
term. The changes will apply to 
cul-de-sacs. 

Stickers reminding residents of 
the new limit would be slapped on 
black bags if residents put more 
than two out for collection. 

Cllr Lis Burnett told the 
committee: “We should recognise 
that for an awful lot of very 
responsible people having a notice 
on a bag outside your house is 
upsetting. 

“Please make sure people are 
able to contact you with their fears 
and concerns.” 

Mr Smith said there would be 
“no question” that support would 
be available to residents who want 
to recycle. 

He said: “It will be necessary to 
have stickers. It’s something we 
do now. 


“Restrictions of black bags 
have been rolled out to councils 
across Wales.” 

A new kerbside separated 
recycling service is also being 
rolled out across the region over 
the next two years. 

The new service will mean 
paper, glass and cardboard will be 
collected separately, and there will 
be a mixed container for metals 
and plastics. 

It will be rolled out to 
Cowbridge, Rhoose and Llantwit 
Major in April 2019, Barry in 
September 2019 and Penarth in 
April 2020. 

These changes are dependent 
on receiving Welsh Government 
funding. 

Mr Smith told the meeting the 
council has asked Welsh 
Government for £5million to fund 
the new recycling service, which 
should be decided in the coming 
weeks. 

The council has also removed 
all charges for food waste bags 
and caddies, and dry recyclable 
boxes and bags. 

Free food waste bags have been 
provided to residents every year, 
but they were limited to three rolls 
per household. The council has 
agreed to remove this cap.

‘Difficult to see how Vale can 
fund new road itself’ says AM 


AM Andrew R T Davies wants to know if 
the Welsh Government is in a position to 
help fund the building of a proposed new 
link road in the Vale of Glamorgan. 

The South Wales Central AM raised the issue with 
First Minister Carwyn Jones at the National 
Assembly. 

He said one of the schemes the Government is 
promoting through the Vale Council is a proposed 
new road linking Junction 34 of the M4 at Miskin 
with the Sycamore Cross junction of the A48. 

He asked the outgoing First Minister if he could 
confirm that if this project does go ahead, it would 
require Welsh Government-funded money for its 
construction and also that that money is available 


within the Government’s budget. 

Mr Jones said the Government allocated a 
£60,000 grant to the Vale Council last year to 
undertake an appraisal for the provision of road 
improvements. 

He told Mr Davies: “We commissioned Peter 
Brett Associates to assess the case for change for 
addressing connectivity issues for strategic 
employment sites in the Vale. 

“Things are at a very early stage. I understand the 
council has extended the consultation until July 17. 
Any comments should be directed to the council. 

“But, inevitably, if it was to move ahead, it would 
be a large project. It’s difficult to see how the Vale 
could finance such a project itself.”

gauge public opinion on 
this issue and to decide 
whether long-standing 
byelaws should be 
replaced by ‘Public 
Space Protection Orders’ 
which may offer a more 
effective way of 
enforcing such rules.” 

Mr Punter said: “No 
decisions on any aspect 
of this have yet been 
made and full 
consideration will be 
given to all views 
expressed before that 
happens. 

“To help illustrate 
what we are suggesting, a 
map has been drawn up 
indicating the restrictions 
that would apply to dogs 


in particular areas should 
proposals be accepted. 

“Despite this, the 
proposals have been 
consistently 
misrepresented by 
certain individuals 
leading to considerable 
confusion which is 
unhelpful to the whole 
process. 

“The sharing of 
incorrect information 
could have a damaging 
effect on the consultation 
and we will ask anyone 
doing so to desist 
immediately.”

GEM torn off a strip over naturism 


T HERE are a 
number of issues 
raised in your 
article in last week’s 
GEM concerning an 
incident on a Vale 
beach that I would like 
to take issue with. 

Naturism itself is not 
illegal in Wales and 
England and there is no 
need to inform the police 
just because one sees a 
naked person enjoying the 
sun au naturel. 

Recent guidance for 
police officers states this 
quite plainly and you can 
dso find guidance from 
the CPS here. Members of 
BN (British Naturism) are 
also issued with these 
leaflets and advised to 
carry one on them in case 


they are challenged. 

I recommend you 
download these leaflets 
and ensure your reporters 
are familiar with the legal 
position on public nudity, 
so that reporting is less 
salacious and alarmist and 
more factual. 

The law can be 
confusing and some 
people incorrectly assume 
that simple nudity can be 
harmful - especially to 
children. They assume 
children will be damaged 
by the sight of a naked 
bottom, but this is not the 
case at all. Children who 
are brought up seeing 
naked bodies around the 
home and taught that there 
is nothing shameful or 
disgusting about the 


human body grow up less 
self-conscious and far 
better body image than 
those who are brought up 
to see nakedness as 
something mde and illegal. 

As an organiser of local 
naturist activities, I would 
not advise anyone to walk 
naked down through the 
Cwm from the car park to 
the beach at Monknash, 
but to save it for the beach 
itself. 

The sandy area is so 
large and (like last 
Saturday when we held 
our South Wales Beach 
Day there) and sparsely 
populated, that it is ide^ 
for naturists and textiles to 
share happily.

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MV BALMORAL 
NEEDS £3M 


‘Free’ childcare pilot to 
be introduced in Vale 



THE 1949-built motor vessel Balmoral - 
the last seagoing ship registered in the 
port of Bristol - is on the move this week. 

She has been moored outside M Shed since last 
October - a berth she has occupied most winters 
over the last 30 years - from whence she has sailed 
around the British coastline most summers ever 
since. 

After a two year lay-up in 2012/13, she was 
brought back into service by her current charity 
owners MV Balmoral Fund Limited and operated 
mainly in the Bristol Channel and Irish Sea in the 
summers between 2015 and 2017. 

During her subsequent winter lay-ups, much 
effort has gone into developing a programme of 
events around the ship in Bristol - both social and 
educational - but recent uncertainties over berth 
availability have held this process back. 

Last autumn, the owning charity was advised that 
expenditure beyond its immediate resources would 
be needed to upgrade the vessel for future passenger 
operations. 

Discussions with the Heritage Lottery Fund 
confirmed that if they were to assist us, any grant 
could only be considered on the basis of developing 
our community benefit and educational activities 
ahead of any application for funds for the main work 
on the ship. In this context, our community is 
undoubtedly Bristol, which has generously hosted 
the vessel for some 30 winters outside M Shed. 

As has happened for short periods in previous 
summers when she has been unable to sail, we will 
be moving MV Balmoral to facilitate the Harbour 
Festival activities at the end of the month. This will 
be to a berth opposite SS Great Britain on Hotwells 
Road. Balmoral will move to that berth under her 
own power with a professional crew, some of whom 


are volunteers. 

This is only a temporary berth for this summer 
and is without immediate access to the facilities 
required for us to hold public events on board. 

We are grateful that the Mayor’s office and 
Harbour Master are willing to negotiate a 
commercial arrangement for year-round berthing in 
Bristol harbour, and that through an educational 
engagement programme aligned to Bristol City 
Council objectives, we may have the opportunity to 
contribute to the harbour’s charitable offer. 

We acknowledge the assistance of National 
Historic Ships (UK) and Thangam Debbonaire (MP 
for Bristol West) in these developments, which have 
yet to be finalised, but we hope will enable us to plan 
and operate activities throughout the year. 

Year-round access to berthing facilities in the 
centre of Bristol, where the public can come on 
board for events, is essential for MV Balmoral Fund 
to be able to develop the community and educational 
links required to access funding to upgrade the 
vessel and return her to revenue earning cruises on 
the Bristol Channel and further afield, for the benefit 
of many thousands of passengers who enjoy viewing 
the British coastline from the sea. 

To do all this we need much more help - 
particularly from people in reach of Bristol to help 
with events and ship maintenance - and (wherever 
you live) to help raise money (we need about £3 
million) - to contribute management skills - assist 
with general administration as well as help fashion 
workable ideas. We are a small team facing a big 
challenge - do come and join us.

PARENTS in the Vale have been told 
when they will be able to receive the 
Welsh Government’s 30 hours of ‘free’ 
childcare every week. 

The Welsh Government is offering eligible 
working parents of three and four-year-olds 30 hours 
early years education and childcare per week, for up 
to 48 weeks a year. 

For the Vale this will include 12.5 hours of 
foundation phase nursery education and 17.5 hours 
of childcare per week during term time, and 30 hours 
of free childcare (nine weeks) non-term time. 

An initial pilot of the free childcare offer will be 
rolled out in the Vale from September 2019 in these 
wards: Peterston Super Ely, Llandow/Ewenny, St 


Brides Major, Cowbridge, Corners well, Llandough, 
Gibbonsdown and Buttrills (Barry). 

It is expected the free childcare offer will be rolled 
out to all wards of the Vale in 2021. The Vale 
Council’s cabinet approved the plans on July 16. 

Cardiff Council will deliver the scheme on behalf 
of the Vale, including processing all applications 
from parents, determining eligibility and informing 
parents of the outcome. 

The Vale council will be responsible for 
promoting the offer to parents. 

The childcare offer is already available the whole 
of five local authorities in Wales.

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RBL recreating the 
Great Pilgrimage - 
WILL YOU JOIN? 


MEMBERS of the Barry 
branch of The Royal 
British Legion are to join 
thousands on a pilgrimage 
of Remembrance to World 
War One battlefields that 
culminates in a parade and 
ceremony in Ypres as part 
of the end of the First 
World War centenary 
commemorations this 
August. 

The Royal British Legion 
event, known as Great Pilgrimage 
90 (GP90), takes place between 
August 5 and 9 and will be one of 
the largest in the charity’s history. 

GP90 will mark 90 years since 
the original Royal British Legion 
Pilgrimage in 1928, which saw 
11,000 World War One veterans 
and war widows visit the 
battlefields of the Somme in 
France and Ypres in Belgium, a 
decade after the conflict ended. 

That Pilgrimage culminated in 
a march through Ypres to the 
Commonwealth War Grave 
Commission’s Menin Gate 
Memorial for a ceremony to 
commemorate the launch of The 
Hundred Days Offensive and in 


remembrance of those who never 
returned. 

Local Legion members David 
Green and Bob Wheatley will 
represent the Barry Branch and 
the local community at the event, 
as Standard Bearer and Wreath 
Layer respectively. 

David and Bob will tour some 
of the same battlefields and 
cemeteries visited by those on the 
1928 Pilgrimage, before 
marching along the original route 
through Ypres, to the Menin Gate 
on August 8 bearing their branch 
standard and a wreath. 

They will join more than 2,200 
other Legion representatives and 
dignitaries, including Civic and 
military guests from the UK, 
Commonwealth and Northern 
Europe who are taking part. Once 
at the Menin Gate, Bob will lay a 
wreath on behalf of the people of 
Barry. 

David Green, chairman of the 
Barry Branch of The Royal 
British Legion, comments: “Great 
Pilgrimage 90 is a unique 
opportunity for the Legion 
community to come together and 
bear our Standards along the 
same route in Ypres taken 90 
years earlier by the veterans and 


widows of the First World War. 
The Branch looks forward to 
proudly representing Barry at the 
event.” 

As local champions of 
Remembrance, the Barry Branch 
of The Royal British Legion is 
looking to work in partnership 
with their community to bring 
their unique Remembrance 
message to the Menin Gate, on 
their wreath, where it will be 
displayed in a wreath installation 
for viewing by the general public 
until the end of August. The 
message is being written by local 
schoolchildren. 

The parade will start at midday 
and we encourage the public to 
make the trip across to Ypres for 
August 8 and fill the Market 
Square to watch the parade. One 
Hundred Days ceremony and then 
enjoy an afternoon of musical 
entertainment including The 
Central Band of the Royal British 
Legion.

Local drivers do better 
when it comes to 
passing their test 


STATISTICS show that 
Bridgend county borough and 
Barry have a higher average 
pass rate than Great Britain’s 
average. 

Figures from the Driver and Vehicle 
Standards, show that people in the 
south Wales area have a higher chance 
of passing their practical tests. 

Between April 2017 and March 
2018, men and women from Bridgend 
had a 53.3 per cent and 48.9 per cent 
pass rate respectively. This is 
contrasted with Barry, with a pass rate 
of 65.9 per cent for men and 50.2 per 
cent for women. 

Bridgend had a pass rate of 51 per 
cent whilst Barry had a pass rate of 
56.6 per cent, both above Great 
Britain’s 46 per cent pass average. 

Despite the results suggesting 
otherwise, it appears that women 
stereotypically are better drivers - as 
seen in the pricing of insurance deals 
before 2012 where men had higher 
premiums as they were seen to have 
more accidents. 

However come December 4 last 
year, the driving test was changed with 
candidates claiming that the new test is 
tougher than the last one. 


Learners now must navigate for 20 
minutes with a sat-nav, then explain 
how to test the brakes, clean the wind 
screen, and demist windows while 
driving. 

However, this does not seem to 
affect the rookie drivers. In Barry, 
April 2017 with the new test, the pass 
rate was 49.3 per cent, less than the 
rate in March 2018. Whilst in 
Bridgend, the pass rate was 50.5 per 
cent, only slightly higher than in 
March 2018. 

DVSA deputy chief driving 
examiner, Gorden Witherspoon, said: 
“DVSA’s priority is to help everyone 
through a lifetime of safe driving. All 
candidates are assessed to the same 
level and the result of their test is 
entirely dependent on their 
performance on the day.” 

So if you want a chance at passing 
your test, you’re best off in the Scottish 
Highlands in Golspie, where more than 
75 per cent of learners were awarded 
their licences. 

And stay away from the Paviliion in 
Birmingham, where less than a 33 per 
cent were successful, making it the 
toughest place to pass your test.

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Pixar sequel is most 
definitely Incredible! 


I T seems to strange to 
think that when The 
Incredibles, Pixar’s 
superb film about a 
family of superheroes, 
was released in 2004, the 
comic-book genre had 
yet to boom. 

It’s surprising, then, that it’s 
taken 14 years for a sequel to 
be made, but The Incredibles 2 
is now ready for action. 

Picking up literally seconds 
after the end of the first film, 
Elastigirl (voiced by Holly 
Hunter) is tasked with bringing 
down evil after a billionaire 
brother and sister set out to 
make superheroes legal once 
more. Elastigirl’s first task is 
to track down the mysterious 
Screen Slaver, leaving Mr 
Incredible (Craig T Nelson) to 
look after baby Jack-Jack and 
the rest of the family. 

However, things don’t turn out 
as planned, and soon the 
Incredibles must stop the rise 
of Screen Slaver together... 

Given how superhero films 
have changed the cinematic 
landscape since we first met 
The Incredibles, there would 
obviously be plenty of mileage 
in an animated feature that 
gently poked fun at the 
proliferation of super heroism. 

Howeverm Pixar have 
decided that this is one 
universe that doesn’t require

extending or 
connecting, and, 
while picking up 
from the last beat 
of the first film 
requires a little bit 
of homework (not 
unpleasant in the 
slightest given how 
enjoyable the first 
film is), it gently 
unfurls itself into a 
sequel that is pretty 
(you guessed it) 
incredible. 

The 

machinations of 
the real world are 
always felt even 
in the world of 
animation, and 
whether it’s just 
coincidence or attentive 
storytelling, this is a film that 
feels like it carries the issues 
of today. 

On the one hand we have 
Elastigirl’s move from wife 
and primary care giver to 
breadwinner and movement 
figurehead, while Mr 
Incredible has to change his 
skill set as he moves from 
fighting crime and bad guys to 
controlling a baby with 
burgeoning special powers and 
a daughter distraught that her 
crush has (quite literally) 
forgotten all about her. 

That Pixar should reflect the 
diversity of the modern world 
within the film is wonderful 
enough, 
but it also 
provides a 
through 
point in the 
film that 
means the 
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superhero bits 
perhaps don’t 
connect so keenly. 

The action 
sequences are 
delivered with 
ambitious elan. 
Brad Bird’s forays 
into live-action 
direction with 
Mission: 

Impossible - Ghost 
Protocol and the 
amazing-yet- 
under- 
appreciated 
Tomorrowland 
bearing fruit, but, 
sadly, the villain 
of the film is too 
one-note, 
obvious and 
underwhelming,and therefore 
any sense of mystery and 
suspense within the main 
thread of the story ends up 
floundering. 

What lifts the film, though, 
is the dose of reality you are 
given to wash down the 
heroism. The portrayal of the 
family unit struggling to come 
to terms with their own 
identities and roles, coupled 
with the dynamic changing, 
makes for compelling viewing, 
and Bird (who wrote the 
script) mines plenty of humour 
and pathos from this situation, 
peeking behind the veil of the 
lives of those who are super, 
and seeing what lies beneath. 

The vocal cast are all 
superb, Craig T Nelson and 
Holly Hunter sublime as the 
family figureheads working 
out how to make things work 
out within the family, while 
the likes of Sarah Vowell (as 


Violet) and Samuel L Jackson 
as the returning Erozone are 
really enjoyable. 

One of the standout 
characters of the first film, 
designer to the hero 
community, Edna Mode 
(voiced by Bird), gets her 
chance to shine here; given a 
little more room than her 
appearance in the first film, 
she oversees a standout 
sequence in her own 
idiosyncratic way and brings a 
little more levity to 
proceedings. 

It may not push the boat too 
far out, as the best Pixar 
sequels do, but given its subtle 
handing of adult subject matter 
with enough playfulness to not 
lose the younger audience, 
Incredibles 2 is a wonderfully 
superb film that lives up to its 
name. 

VERDICT: Incredible in 
name, incredible in actuality, 
Incredibles 2 is a superb 
sequel, losing points for some 
slightly predictable plotting 
and a bland villain, but 
crucially gaining points for its 
well attuned depiction of a 
family unit coming together 
and changing roles. 

It’s a film that, crucially, 
highlights that what makes a 
superhero is not necessarily 
stopping the villain, but doing 
the best for those who depend 
on you - and in that sense, it’s 
a triumph.

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Veterans on track for recovery 



HELP for Heroes in 
Wales has planned a 
range of adrenaline- 
charged and more 
gently paced 

recovery 
experiences for 
Armed Forces 
personnel and 
veterans affected by 
their service. 

In a packed calendar 
of activities across the 
country this summer, the 
charity will provide the 
opportunity for 

wounded, injured and 
sick servicemen and 
women to come together 
and improve their 
physical health and 
psychological wellbeing. 

In the Vale, Help for 
Heroes’ Community 
Recovery team, working 
with charity partners 
Mission Motorsport, 
have organised go 
karting sessions at South 
Wales Karting in 
Llandow. 

Taking part in a 
karting session. Former 
Flight Sergeant Jeff 
Robinson (49), from 
Llantwit Major, said 
“The thrill of it is 
incredible. It’s the first 
time I put a helmet on 
since I broke my back 
and neck. Because you’re 
so low down, then even 
though you might only 
be doing 30, it feels like 
you’re doing 50 miles an 
hour. The go karts are so 
responsive, they turn 
really quickly.” 

Jeff was discharged 
from the RAF in 2010. 


He said: “During my 
time serving, I sustained 
a number of serious 
injuries. Each time, it 
took longer and more 
support to recover.” 

The karting 

experience is just one 
element of the support 
Jeff has received from 
Help for Heroes. 

“I did last year’s 
Invictus games and I’m 
going again this year, 
doing wheelchair rugby. 
Help for Heroes have 
been phenomenal. I 
wasn’t doing a great deal 
before I got involved 
with them and the 
opportunity came to trial 
for Invictus and it’s gone 
on from there. I’ve gone 
back to study and I’ve 
gone back to work as 
well. It’s been so 


positive.” 

In addition to special 
events including a canal 
boat trip in Brecon, 
dolphin spotting in west

NEWS FROM THE FONMON APIARY 


‘Honey, it’s okay’ 


T he con¬ 
tinuation of 
the warm 
settled conditions is 
certainly finding 
favour with the 
bees. 

Space is paramount at 
this time and if you do 
not have the frames and 
super boxes on hand to 
give the required room 
for an expanding colony, 
you will suffer the 
consequences i.e. 

swarming! 

On examining the 
brood area of each 
colony, I can observe 
hundreds of eggs and 
larvae and, of course, 
vast amounts of sealed 
brood that will very 
shortly emerge as new 
bees. 

The foragers (the 
ladies) are bringing home 
lots of pollen and nectar 
and the house bees must 
have storage space 
available to 

accommodate this 
incoming bounty. 

What is the makeup of 
these frames? Well, they 


are in the main made up 
of wood into which has 
been inserted a thin sheet 
of genuine beeswax 
which has the shape of 
the cells (hexagon) 
imprinted upon it - a 
foundation. 

The house bees will 
set to work producing 
wax from their bodies, 
drawing out the hexagon 
shapes into storage 
space. 

An established 

beekeeper will have 
frames that are already 
drawn out and have seen 
previous use. The house 
bees will clean and 
polish these units and 
make them ready to 
receive eggs, nectar or 
pollen. 

The bees do all the 
deciding as to what will 
go where, not the 
beekeeper. 

A colony of honeybees 
is a very well organised 
unit. When the brood 
area of the hive is well 
provided for, extra pollen 
and nectar is stored 
separately by the bees. 

To ensure that the 


queen bee does not gain 
access to this area and 
commence laying eggs, 
the beekeeper will 
introduce a barrier. A 
queen excluder is made 
up of slotted steel sheets. 
The slots are too small 
for the queen to pass 
through, but the house 
bee and foragers can 
easily negotiate this 
barrier. 

So will there be honey 
for tea? It is looking very 
likely. With some 60,000 
bees per colony working 
dawn till dusk, I am 
daring to start counting 
my chickens already. 

By the way, it is nectar 
that comes in. The bees 
work their magic on it 
and transform it into 
honey. Take note - you 
must keep up with the 
bees. They will not wait 
because the football is 
on. 

Extracting the honey 
from the frames requires 
the beekeeper to be as 
well organised as the 
bees. Harold Williams

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Keeping alive an 
ancient tradition 


THERE are many charming things about 
the little 13th and 15th century St Curig’s 
Church building in Porthkerry. 

It has a picturesque location above Porthkerry 
Park, its ancient wooden screen dating back to 
before Henry VIII’s reign and despite only having a 
capacity for 60 people it was once the parish church 
for the whole of Barry. 

But one thing that makes it rather unique is that its 
outer stone walls are protected against the weather 
by a very ancient and fast-disappearing craft - every 
year, the building has to be lime washed. 

Until the 19th century, most of the ancient 
buildings in Wales were protected in this way, but it 
started to become unfashionable in the Victorian era 
when an appetite for a more Gothic look became the 
trend and bare stone took hold. 

Bare stone may be attractive to look at, but in a 
place where there is so much wind and rain such as 
the coast of the Vale, it has its problems. Over time, 
it can render these old buildings unusable as they 
become riddled with damp. 

When the church at Porthkerry was given a 
restoration grant by Cadw, it was one of their 
conditions that the building be once again lime 
washed for its future protection. 

At Porthkerry, not only is this tradition being kept 


alive, it is keeping alive the tradition of how it is 
done by calling on people to come along and lend a 
hand. 

If you have no connection with the church and are 
curious to learn more about this ancient craft, or just 
enjoy looking around ancient buildings and want to 
play a part in their preservation, come along. 

Last year, members of the congregation came 
together and either grabbed a paint brush or brought 
along home prepared sandwiches, pies, cakes and 
drinks. There was even a barrel of real ale which as 
passed around the thirsty workers once the job had 
been done! 

The event will take place on Saturday, July 28 at 
10am at the St Curig’s Church. Everyone will 
receive overalls, gloves, protective goggles, a full 
safety briefing and an instructional talk. There will 
also be an opportunity to see how the lime wash is 
made.

118826. All are welcome, but due to safety concerns 
we would rather that any children actually having a 
go at lime washing are over 14.

Looking back 
with Brian Lee...
